Allowable Claims 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-11 and 13-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 9, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the 

prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested wherein the transceiver 
includes an analog front end, comprising: a hybrid input stage, a prebalance circuit, the 
echo rejecter, hybrid inputs, receiver inputs, transmitter outputs, a high-pass filter circuit 
and a low-pass filter circuit.
